DRIFT CONTROL 

Summerfallowing has com¬ 
menced on the Experimental 
Station at Lethbridge and as 
soil drifting must always be giv¬ 
en first consideration here, a 
number of methods of cultivat¬ 
ing ploughless fallows are being 
tried to deterpiinp which will 


leave the maximum amount of 
stubble on the surface as a pro¬ 
tective trash cohering. All of 
the fields were cut with a binder 
last fall and, as most of the dry 
land crops were only fair be¬ 
cause of drought, there i s hut 
a light stubble- 

Where the stubble is clean 
enough for the duckfoot culti¬ 
vator to operate, this implement 
leaves most of the trash on the 
surface—if the duckfeet ar » 
run deeply enough t 0 p;o under 
the foot crowns of the stubble. 
Different depths of cultivet v 
have been tried and about four 
indies seem to be satisfactory. 
This loosens the soil deep e 
nough for the rod weede r to be 
used for the next cultiva ion. 

This first cultivation with the 
duckfoot an l one or two sub e 
quent cultivations with the rod 
weeder or duckfoot are usually 
sufficient here to keep the follow 
clean, but in wet seasons, or 
where perennials such as Can¬ 
ada thistles ar e Present, more 
cultivations are required. 

Russian thistles grew up in 
some of the stubble last fall to 
such an extent that the duck¬ 
foot cannot be used on those 
fields. The one way disc works 
satisfactorily, however, if used 
when the weeds and the top 


soil arc dry and if run at a pro¬ 
per depth , leaWes il K°°d trach 
covering on the suriace. 

If the one-way has been used 
for the first cultivation, the 
rod weeder is preferred for bit¬ 
er cultivations il it will operate, 
two or more times over with 
the one-day usually covers the 
trash too much unless there is 
a very heavy covering.

recy is preserved and i n no cir¬ 
cumstances will an v information 
supplied bv individuals be used 
as a basis for taxation or for any 
other purpose. All officials and 
clerks are bound by an oath of 
.ecrecy. 

In additon to the questions 
doaliiicr with occupation, indust¬ 
ry md status, certain inquiries 
delating to unemployment,em¬ 
ployment and earnings will be 
addressed to all persons report¬ 
ed as wage or salaried workers.

Persons not at work on June 1 
will further report the reason 
and the numbe r of weeks since 
last employed. Those with jobs 
will be asked whether employed 
on full or part time basis or on 
relief work and the number of 
weeks worked during the last 
twelve moths- Every wage earn¬ 
er wil| l>e expected to state the 
total amount of his earnings 
during the past twelve months.

doing for a living on June 1 and 
also what they usually do. Such 
inform ton is useful in formulat¬ 
ing a policy of re-employment 
and placing. 

Much interest and concern 
exists toda v , as to th e number 
of unemployed in the country dis 
tinct from those in receipt of re 
lief. Unemployment in depressed 
industries ;<s welj as in the var¬ 
ious grade of occupation, will be 
fully understood from the facts 
<r.\ liercd at the census. The 
l’ght the census will throw on 
l. ( duration of unemployment 


in the Praire Provinces as well 
as the extent of part time em¬ 
ployment will be very useful in 
framing remedial measures to 
meet the situation. 

It is recognized today that 
young people represent a special 
problem. Young persons who 
have now come into the labor 
market as competitors for avail 
able jobs will receive special 
attention. It is proposed to re" 
cord them separately from the 
unemployed who have followed 
an occupation at some time prior 
to the census and to find out 
how many have bee n trained to 
fill a number of clerical, tech¬ 
nical and professional occupa¬ 
tions- 

Statistics of} earnings of wage 
earners are increasing demand. 
The knowledge wil] be useful 
in gauging the relative need of 
d fferent economic groups and 
for setting up uniform wage 
standards in each province or in 
specific localities within each 
province.
